PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

INCOMPLETE returus from all counties 
in Washington save Douglas, Okanogan, 
San Juan, Skagit, Snohomish and Stev- 
ens, give the Republican candidate for 
Congress, 7,629 majority. The whole Re- 
publican State ticket was elected by ma- 
jorities not far from these figures. 

ADMIRAL PorTER was lying very ill at 
his summer home at Johnstown, R. L, on 
the 6th. His family regarded his illness 
as most serious, and were quite appre- 
hensive as to the result. 

Tuomas A, Eprson and wife, Mrs. U. 8. 
Grant and Miss Frelinghuysen arrived at 
New York by the steamship La Cham- 
pagne, from Havre, on the 6th. 

On the 5th Secretary Noble made the 
statement that no one had been tendered 
the position of Commissioner of Pensions 
siuce Major Warner declined it.

Ex-PrRESIDENT Hayes is visiting rela- 
tives at the old Hayes Mansion at Brat- 
tleboro, Vt., once occupied by his grand- 
parents. 

A REPORTER called at Admiral Porter’s 
residence in Jamestown, R. L, on the 
7th, aud found the Admiral sitting in an 
easy chair before a grate fire. In re- 
sponse toa query as to his health, the 
Admiral said he felt better than for a 
longtime past, and expected to return 
to Washington soon. 

Ir is announced officially that Emperor 
William will arrive at Athens on the 
26th. He will stay five days and go di- 
rect to Constantinople. Afterwards he 
will visit Olympia, Greece. His pro- 
posed visit to Rome bas been abandoned. 
The most powerful German fleet that 
ever sailed in the Mediterranean will es- 
cort the Emperor to Athens. 

CONGRESSMAN RANDALL was reported 
very ill, on the 7ih, at his residence in 
Washington. 

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES, 

On thfe Sth Mrs. Emily Rosalie Smith, 
wife of Tunstall Smith, of Baltimore, 
Md., and a niece of Hon. Thomas F. 
Bayard, kissed her children and told the 
nurse to take them out of thea room. The 
door had hardly closed upon them when 
the unhappy mother fatally shot herself. 

On the night of the 5th the steamer Bes- 
semer and consort Schuylkill, of Cleve- 
land, O., were wrecked at the mouth of 
the Lake Superior ship canal. The crew 
of nineteen men was saved with difficulty 
by the life-saving crew under command 
of Captain Ocha. Loss on vessels and car- 
goes $80,000 to $100,009. 

Tue scaffolding about the steeple of a 
church in course of erection at Alten- 
bruch, Hanover, fell, and the seven work- 
men standing upon it were hurled a dis- 
tance of one hundred feet to the ground. 
Every one of the men were instantly 
killed. 

On the 5th a freight train on the Deca- 
tur railroad, bound north, was wrecked 
eight miles south of Rome, Ga. The en- 
gine and a number of cars were derailed 
and went down a steep embankment. 
The fireman, Charles Sproule, and a ne- 
gro brakeman, whoeo name is not known, 
were killed, and Robert Hill, the engi- 
neer, was probably fatally injured. 

DispaToHEs from St. Pierre, Miquelon, 
state that nothing has been learned about 
the missing boats of the steamship Geo- 
graphique and the ship Minnie Swift. 

Kate Mason, of Dstroit, Mich., was 
jilted by Fred Heath. She met him on 
the street, on the 6th, with another girl, 
threw carbolic acid into his face, burn- 
ing him horribly. She escaped to Can- 
ada.

badly that it had to ba amputated. He 
survived the operation only a short time, 
dying in great agony.

THE Canadian Pacific :Railroad Com- 
pany has closed a contract for three 
steamers of 6,000 tons each for the Pacific 
service, to be delivered within a year. 

On the 6th the two hundred and sixth 
anniversary of the landing of the Ger- 
man pioneer settlers in Philadelphia was 
celebrated by a large meeting at the hall 
of the German Society at Marshall and 
Spring Garden streets. 

THE Boston Globe, which recently of- 
fered to divide $1,009 among the players 
of the Boston Base-Ball Club if they 
succeeded in winning the championship 
this year, telegraphed the club at Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., on the 5th, that in their ap- 
preciation of their efforts to win the $1,- 
000 will be divided among them just the 
same. 

Tuk natives of Golovine bay, one of the 
most out-of-the-way places of Northern 
Alaska, are in a deplorable condition 
from lack of food. 

CoLp weather is causing great suffer- 
ing at Johnstown, Pa. The distribution 
of $1,600,000 relief money is delayed, and 
but few persons have their winter cloth- 
ing, while the houses that many live in 
are shanties into which the snow will 
drift. Two more bodies were fouad in 
the debris on the 7th. 

On the 7th the New Orleans Chamber 
of Commerce telegraphed an urgent invi- 
tation to the Pan-American delegates to 
visit that city. The Governor of the State 
and mayor of the city added their in- 
dorsement to the invitation. 

On the 16th the delegates to the Inter- 
national Maritime conference will assem- 
ble at the Columbian University Law 
School, at Washington, and effect an or- 
ganization. The conference expires by 
limitation on December 381, but it is prob- 
able that it will have concluded its ses- 
sion two weeks before that time.

PurcnAsinG agents of the Cotton Seed 
Oil Trust met at Vicksburg, Miss., on the 
7th and fixed the price of cotton seed for 
the present season at $9 per ton. 

Tue first frost of the season was noticed 
ut Water Valley, Miss., on the 7th, which 
is earlier by fifteen days than ever known 
before by the oldest inbabitants. 

Tne September earnings of the Louis- 
ville, New Orleans & ‘Texas Railroad 
showed an increase of $76,500 over the 
same month of last year. The first four 
days of October show anincrease of $11,000 
over the same time last year. 

BessIgE, the eight-year-old daughter of 
the Hon. J. C. Giddons, of Olustee, Ala., 
while standing near her father’s gin had 
her dress caught in the gearing and she 
was drawn into the wheel work of the mill. 
She was killed instantly, being ground to 
pieces by the cogs.

W. Harvey Brown has received the 
assignment as naturalist to accompany 
the Eclipse expedition to the West 
Coast of Africa by the National Museum 
of Astronomy. Mr. Brown is now mak- 
ing preparations for his trip, and will 
aw 6 party at New York on the 12th 
ust. 

The Fish Commission steamer Fish- 
hawk leaves New Haven, Conn., to-day, 
where she has been at work on the 
oyster beds. She will visit the light sta- 
tions between Cape Cod and Chesapeake

MARITIME CONFERENCE. 


Japan Will be Represented—Delegates 
Arriving—The Conference Will be Held 
at the Columbian University Law 
School. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—The Secretary of 
State has been notified that Japan will 
be represented at the Maritime confer- 
ence which meets October 16, by Tsuk- 
hara, of the Imperial Department of 
Communication, and Lieutenant R. Boba, 
Imperial Navy, of the Legation at Wash- 
ington. Several delegates to the con- 
ference have already arrived, and the of- 
fice of the secretary at the State Depart- 
ment has begun to assume a business- 
like appearance. 

The report of the commander of the 
cruiser Yorktown on “fog signals’? has 
been received, and will be read at the 
conference. 

The delegates will assemble at the 
Columbian University Law School on 
October 16 and effect an organization. 
The conference expires by limitation on 
December 31, but it is probable that it 
will have concluded its sessions two 
weeks beforo that time. 








AN ACRE OF FLAME. 


A Three Hundred Thousand Dollar Fire 
at Pittsburgh, Pa.—An Acre of Machine 
Shops, Car Shops, Etc., Burned Over— 
Narrow Eveapes of lremen. 
PiITtsBURGH, Pa., Oct. 8.—The three- 

story brick building, four hundred feet 

long and one hundred feet deep, com- 
prising the machine-shops, car-shops, 
blacksmith-shops and general office of 

Oliver Brothers’ Tenth-street mill, South 

Side, was f5tally burned last night. The 

fire started alongside the engine, and 

catching some old waste and stuff, spread 
rapidly. The blaze caught the belt rope 
controling the governor of the engine 
and burned it away. With its control- 
ing power thus gone, the engine started 
to run at a terrific speed and three large 
air-fans, used to drive air through the 
works, revolved at a rapid rate, and the 
dense smoke and flames were driven all 
through the building, compeling the fire- 
men to get out. Their attention was 

then turned to saving the puddling mill 

and other buildings ia the vicinity. 

The firemen had several narrow es 
capes from falling walis, but none were 
seriouly injured. 

The firm will rebuild the works at 
once. The loss is $300,090, fully covered 
by insurance, most of which is placed in 
Eastern and foreign companies,

Resolved, That in no case shall a bale of cot- 
ton be sold subject to a dock of 16 pounds for 
cotton bugging or 24 pounds for jute bagging, 
as agreed upon in New Orleans, the cotton to 
be sold at % cent per pound in advance of the 
current price ut that time and place,

He said God and the 
siuners who passed the coins were the 
only ones who knew. The case was dis- 
missed on account of the officer’s inabil- 
ity to get absent witnesses.

A young lady bought a ticket at the 
Union depot in Birmingnam, Ala., re- 
cently, for Nevada, Mo. She seemed in 
great distress, and when asked by a depot 
official the cause of her trouble, she con- 
sented totell apart of her story. She 
said she was married about three months 
ago toa gentleman who had been living 
at Nevada only a short time. After a 
lengthy bridal tour her husband took her 
to his home in the southern part of Ala- 
bama. There she learned he had another 
wife and three children. The young lady 
wrote home for money, and as soon as 
she received it started for Missouri. She 
refused to give the name of the man she 
married, but stated that her maiden name 
was Jennie Buchanan and her father was 
a well-known citizen of Nevada, Mo. 








An Anti-Celestial Crusade. 

The opening of the war of expulsion in- 
stituted by the municipal authoities of 
Charleston, S. C., against the heathen 
Chinee was commenced recently, when 
the city sheriff sold at auction the offects 
of five Chinese laundrymen, who had 
sneaked into the city and opened laun- 
dries. The city charges license of $100 
for laundries.

Four Suicides in One Duy. 

Four suicides occurred recently in ons 
day in New Orleans. John Gross, a gar- 
dener, lost money by growing flowers, 
became reduced in circumstances and 
grew desperate. He was found dead in 
his bed, a bullet through the brain and 
the pistol still in his hands, Mr. Noe] 
St. Martin, of one of the oldest and’most 
illustrious creole families in Louisiana, 
formerly a large sugar planter and very 
wealthy man, but being much reduced in 
circumstances lately, lost his position as 
inspector at the water-works, which 
seemed to greatly discourage him. Ho 
started‘ out to visit some _ relatives 
and was found shortly after in an 
old shed, having shot himself through 
the heart. Joseph Marcus, a young 
Hebrew, keeping a small dry-goods 
store, invested in a gambling house. The 
closing of the gambling saloons by the 
police threatened to cause the loss of his 
money and greatly disturbed Marcus. 
As he was passing the parish prison he 
drew his revolver and blew out his brains 
in full view of the officers there. Pony 
White, ex-steamboat enginéer and gam. 
bier, followed suit, but went by a differ- 
ent route, taking tweaty grains of mor- 
phive.

—Scalloped Onions.—Boil and if 
large cut into quarters. Put intoa 
shallow dish, cover with white sauce 
and buttered crumbs, and bake until 
the onions are brown. 

—The many and~varieus wants of 
fowls are synonymous with necessi- 
ties, and no better word can be used 
in expressing them, nor a better mean- 
ing understood in supplying them. 
Any one want left unsupplied will be 
sure to be heard from unfavorably in 
one way or another. 

—Yeast Waffles.—Two cups each of 
sweet milk and flour, three tablespoon- 
fuls of yeast, two eggs, one tablespoon- 
ful of melted butter, and one salt- 
spoonful of salt. Set the sponge over 
night. Inthe morning beat and stir 
inthe eggs and butter, and baks ie 
waffle irons.—Household. 

—Sponge Biscuit for Dessert.—Take 
half a pound of flour, three-quarters 
of a pound of sifted sugar. Beat the 
white of six eggs, and add to them the 
beaten yelks; flavor with lemon, ther 
add the sugar; mix well, add the flour 
last; bake in patty pans, with sugar 
sprinkled over the top to glaze while 
couking. Serve with a rich liquic 
sauce. 

—The application of potash salts te 
fruit trees and vines seems to give bet- 
ter results than ashes. The question 
to be considered in this connection is 
whether the potash of tne ashes first 
forms a salt with the acid of the soil 
before being utilized by plants. The 
potash salts usually give immediate 
results, which is not always the case 
with ashes. 

—The Farm and Home says when 
farmers learn to look upon a cow as a 
wonderful and delicate piece of mech- 
anism, they may expect a revolution 
in dairying. A manufacturer can not 
feed shoddy into a machine and get 
broadcloth; no more can dairymen 
feed poor food or swill and get good 
butter. Never build a silo near the 
cow stable. The odor will taint the 
milk by being breathed by the cow. 

—Fish Salad.— Cold boiled or 
steamed fish of any description may 
be used for this, and after removing 
the bones and breaking the meat fine 
pour over it a little vinegar, pepper 
and salt. Let the fish stand at least 
an hour before adding an equal amount 
of celery. Arrange in your salad bowl 
upon a bed of lettuce leaves and pour 
over the whole a liberal allowance of 
mayonnaise dressing.—Good House- 
keeping.

TO PREVENT DISEASE. 


Beneficial Results of the Liberal Use of 
Carbolic Acid on Farms. 

Carbolic acid is very useful where 
animals are bred and kept. It is a 
great purifier whether it is a sore or a 
stable or a pen that needs purifying. 
It will destroy most of the discase 
germs that lurk about our premises, if 
properly applied. A free use of car 
bolic acid would often destroy the 
germs of disease and prevent sickness 
umong our animals. All diseases are 
to an extent ‘‘catching.” That is true 
of a common cold because there is 
present animalculz, which will try to 
find a lJodgment in other systems than 
the one that is suffering, if other ani- 
mals come in contact with the dis- 
charges. An animal catches cold in 
the head, it may run into glect in the 
horse, and while other horses may be 
able to resist the animalcule, if they 
do come in contact with them, they 
may not. Hence it is desirable, when 
animals have discharges from the nos- 
trils to scatter something like carbolic 
acid wherever such discharges are lia- 
ble to be. Oneof our writers on swine 
mentions that its value has been recog- 
nized by the commission which investi- 
gated hog cholera, and reported to the 
Commissioner of Agriculture. It is 
commonly used now by the most care- 
ful breeders of swine. Some use it 
constantly about the pens and feeding 
floors and troughs. One writer says 
that even the vapor of carbolic acid 
will destroy the spores of germs of 
disease which float in an affected at- 
mosphere. It prevents the develop- 
ment of bacteria if used before if has 
arrived at the glia stage, or magsing. 
Dr. Stetson, of Neponset, Ill, has 
had remarkable immunity from the 
disease, though he raises from three to 
five hundred of hogs each year, and 
the disease has raged all around him. 
The beds, pens, feeding floors and 
water troughs are never free from the 
odor of crude carbolic acid. Dr. Det- 
mers, in his report to the Department 
of Agriculture in 1880, says he thinks 
it possible by carbolic acid treatment 
‘to destroy the epnditions necessary 
to formation of and the develop- 
ment of swirs plague schizophytx,” 
by treating about three weeks with 
regular doses of carbolic acid.— West

An Exhortation That Should Be Read by 
Every Mother In the Land, 


The difficulty of getting or keeping 
good servants while every other em- 
ployment is crowded with applicants is 
well-known to be the result of ideas 
that domestic service isa mark of social 
inferiority, and this is so incompatible 
with American notions of equality that 
the Nation has virtually gone on a 
strike against doing household chores. 
Our domestic servants are an imported 
class. 

it is only among women that the ab- 
surd notion prevails that any sort of 
dishonor can attach to an honest occu- 
pation, so that the cause of it must be 
sought in differences of the training of 
the sexes. When our boys get through 
with their schooling they are put into 
the office of a professional man or in a 
store or a counting-room, where like 
2s not they have to sweep out in the 
morning, dust off the desks, put things 
in order, run errands, and in general 
do as they are bid without murmuring. 
Inflated and self-important notions are 
snubbed out of them, and to rise to po- 





sitions of authority they. must 
first learn to obey well.

She Advance of Civilization and the Reign 
of Christianity Bringing Woman For- 
ward to Her Place Beside Man. 


Never since civilization took its first 
feeble steps, wayward yet ever onward, 
have women occupied the favorable 
position which they do at present—fa- 
vorable for their own special develop- 
ment, and favorable for the race.

its hired servants, distinctions based 
merely on character of employment 
can not survive. Moreover, in so do- 
ing, the great law of nature will be con- 
formed to, that all gains should be the | 
result of individual effort. Violations 
of this principle invariably cause de- 
terioration of character. Any plant or 
animal that adopts parasitic habits in- 
evitably suffers a degradation of type.

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THE KOBURGER BIBLE. | 


A Copy of the Rare Edition Now in the 
Collection of an American. 

The latest addition to the private 
collection of antiquities, curios, old 
manuscripts, in possession of Genera) 
Charles W. Darling, of Utica, N. Y., is 
a perfect copy of the Koburger Bible, 
printed in a folio by Anthony Koburger, 
of Nuremburg, 1483. Previously to 
this time printing had been done mostly 
in Latin, although in 14580 the Italians 
began to print with Greek and Hebrew 
types. Anthony Koburger was distin- 
guished for his learning as weil as cele- 
brated for the elegancy of his printing. 
lie was likewisea very extensive book- 
seller, and had large bookstores in his 
own city, Lyons, and in many other of 
the great European cities. In twenty- 
six years he printed thirteen editions of 
the Bible, twelve in Latin-and one in 
all large folios, and extremely 
beautiful specimens of the art. His 
chief d’ ceuyre was the German Bible 
printed in folio, 1483 and profusely 
illustrated with extraordinary and com- 
plicated wood cuts. In these curious 
and fanciful icons Moses appears with 
horns; Jerome, in translating 
from the Hebrew mide the 
Latin Vulgate say of Moses, as he came 
down from the mount, ‘His head radi- 
ated with light;” erring in that he mis- 
interpreted the Hebrew word indicating

A STRONG INDORSEMENT, 


Woman Suffrage In Municipal Elections 
Heartily Approved. 


We are gravely andin solemn form 
advised, all the way from tke capital of 
the State of Kansas, by the Governor 
thereof, and the attorney-general, and 
the chief justice, with two of his asso- 
ciates, says the Philadelphia Ledger, 
that woman suffrage in municipal elec- 
tions in the cities and towns of that 
State has proved to be a great public 
benefit, and for that reason these offi- 
cials advise other States to adopt it. 
They have done entirely right by mak- 
ing this fact known to their fellow- 
countrymen of the United States, and 
yetit should not have required any of- 
ficial certificate to vouch such an ob- 
vious fact any more than it required 
Hamlet’s father’s ghost to come from 
the sepulcher, wherein “his bones had 
been quietly inured, to tell part of the 
story he divulged. We should think 
there could be no sort of doubt that 
the votes of women would improve the 
quality of school directors, school com- 
missioners, school trustees, school con- 
trollers and the like; and that equally 
there could be no question that they 
would so influence the choice of mayors, 
councilmen and similar officials, hav- 
ing to do with the levying of taxes and 
the expenditure of municipal moneys, 
as to improve the character of such of- 
ficials. Kansas has tried the expari- 
ment and has found the benefit, We 
do not doubt it ourselves. It isa very 
significant commentary upon _ the 
justice of our suffrage laws, that a 
woman property owner who is the real 
head of the family, and who has sons 
whom she supports, shall have no voice 
in the administration of the schools, 
for the support of which she pays 
taxes—or in the election of the council- 
men who expend those taxes—while 
her idle sons, who devote themselves to 
the saloons, to delegate elections, and 
to other forms of ‘‘practical politics,” 
do have votes and do compass the elec- 
tion of such incompetents as we too 
often see in municipal governments. It 
is a matter for surprise, too, that the 
questions in which women are far more 
deeply and vitally interested than men, 
are submitted exclusively to men, the 
women having no voice in matters that 
either make or destroy the happiness of 
their homes and their lives) Who can 
doubt that if the question of obliterat- 
ing the liquor traflic from the State 
were submitted to all the citizenship of 
Pennsylvania—including tho women as 
well as the men—there would be a 
single saloon left open in the State, 
from the Delaware to the Ohio or from 
the New York boundary to Mason and 
Dixon’s line? Not one would be left, 
if the people—that is, all the adult cit- 
izens of both sexes—were admitted to 
vote upon that question; and yet that is 
the only way upon which the sense of 
the ‘people’ of Pennsylvania—all the 
people—can be taken on that vital 
issue.”’ 
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ITEMS FOR SUFFRAGISTS. 


The city of Baltimore is agitating the 
subject of appointing women on their 
school board. 

In the town of Morrill, Me., with 
only 120 voters, there are thirty-two 
widows, owning more or less property. 

Miss Eva McDonatp, well known to 
organized workingwomen as a labor 
leader, is indefatigable in her efforts to 
secure the rights of the oppressed fac- 
tory girls. 

Mus. J. KELLOGG has not only been 
admitted to practice before the courts 
of Kansas, but has outgeneraled some 
of the best lawyers in the State and has 
secured an income of $5,000 per year. 

Rey. Dr. J. W. Basurorp, astaunch 
friend of woman suffrage, and the au- 
thor of a very effective tract, ‘‘The Bi- 
ble for Woman Suffrage,” is to be the 
next president of the Ohio Wesleyan 
University, at Delaware, O.

Moreover, I 
believe that the exercise of suffrage 
would train women to higher thoughts 
and aims, and introducd a refining in- 
fluence into politics, so that womeg 
would be made stronger aud men fine

CLOAKS FOR WINTER. 


Garments Whose Beauty Is Excelled Only 
by the Comfort They Give. 


Heavier cloaks for winter represent 
a costume combined of two materials, 
such as plush or velvet with cloth, and 
the cloth is ornamented with cut-work 
in large effective patterns of leaf or 
flower, corded on the edges or embroid- 
ered with silk, with the plush, or else 


‘cloth of a contrasting shade, showing 


in the open spaces between the large 
figures. Sometimes the coloring of 
India cashmere shawls is given in these 
figures by applying bits of Oriental 
embroideries. Fawn or dove-colored 
plush, with fox-fur bands colored to 
match, is made into these long cloaks; 
which are then partly covered with 
cloth of the same color, richly em- 
broidered and mounted on the plush as 
a sort of over-garment. Brocaded silk 
cloaks are also shown in the very large 
designs now in vogue; some in nickel 
gray, with black leaves of great length, 
are bordered with Astrakhan, or have 
Astrakhan fronts, and the shoulders 
are covered with cord passomenterie 
shaped like upper sleeves or like a cape, 


the cord knotted in meshes, 
and then falling in thick 
fringe. Heavy passementerie fringes 


will trim many of the _ richest 
cloaks of the next season, and will also 
be used on dress skirts. Matelassc 
silks, with lustrous satin surfaces for 
their large designs, are in tanand gray 
shades, to be trimmed with sable or 
with fox fur. Along cioth coat of tan- 
color, fitted in the back and with half- 
loose fronts, has applique open em- 
broidery down the front and back, with 
dark green cloth set underneath tc 
throw thedesign into bold relief. For 
elderly ladies are half-long mantillas of 
black plush or velvet, with silk em- 
broidery done in braiding designs of 
vandyke points as their trimming, and 
fringe along the edges. 

Shorter wraps for the demi-season 
and for wearing over handsome winter 
costumes are in cape and mantilla 
shapes. Some of these garments of 
cloth, of seal-skin plush or of change- 
able velvet, are merely shoulder capes 
in the back, not reaching quite to the 
waist line, while their long fronts reach 
to the foot of the dress, a breadth of 
the material forming each front, be- 
ing folded into three or four large 
plaits, and no other trimming added. 
A high wired collar and a small hood 
aro pretty additions to seal-plush man- 
tles, and when made in this simple way 
they are frequently mistaken for fur- 
seal capes. Directoire capes of cloth 
are made very full, being cut round, 
with the small center at the top fitting 
the neck, and falling thence in folds 
about the shoulders. A high wired col- 
lar of plush or of fur is very stylish on 
such capes. In an attempt to introduce 
three-quarter-long coats the Louis 
Quinze coats are shown of cloth or vel- 
vet, embroidered all over and fitted to 
the waist, with fronts sloping away to 
show an elaborate vest, also with revers 
and Incroyable cravat. Evening wrape 
are shoulder capes with plaited mantilla 
fronts of white wool, brocaded with 
gilt, silver or copper, and some color 
such as old-rose, sky blue or Nile green, 
in large leaf, or pyramid, or palm de 
signs. —Harper’s Bazar.

To Keep the Dairy Clean, 





A small force pump witha few feet of 
nose and a quarter-inch nozzle will be 
found very useful for work in the dairy. 
For washing vtensils nothing else is so 
good as astream of water forced into 
and upon them. Every corner and 
crevice is searched out by the stream 
and the spray dashing all over, and the 
smallest particles of milk are carried 
off. This work should be done in a 
washing room the floor of which is well 
painted and has a drain in the center of 
the floor sloping a little on each side to 
the middle. Churning and the butter 
washing may be done in this room, as 
these always make some little slop. 
The well-painted floor absorbs none of 
it, however, and is very easy cleansed. 
Another good floor for a churning and 
a washing room is one of cement and 
sand, finished with a wash coat of clear 
cement and painted with hot gas tar. 
This floor is completely non-absorbent, 
—N. Y. Times. 

How to Clean a Carpet. 





Having dusted and removed such 
articles as can be carried from the 
room, wring a flannel mop out of hot 
water, and wipe the carpet thoroughly, 
wring the mop from clean water as often 
as it may become soiled. Now sweep 
with a broom as you ordinarily wouid, 
and when you have finished you will 
have a bright, clean carpet, with little 
or no dust, and all at the expense of a 
very little hardlabor. Those who have 
not tried this method are skeptical 
about its merits; but one trial will con- 
vince. —N. W. Christian Advocate.
